Every Pisdean Soul intuitively 
understands this Great Master and deep within their heart longs 
to emulate his life and to follow his Ministry as a consecrated 
disciple. In those cases where we find Pisces liging among the 
husks of Life,we do not find a "bad"person in the worst sehse of 
the word, but rather an unfortunate victim of circumstances and 
conditions which proved too heavy for them to carry. 

This is the Sign of Trial and Testing, And into it,the Soul 
often comes voluntarily and willing thrit it may learn the extent 
of its resistanc :,and know the measure of its powers. 

It if the most mystical Sign of the Zodinc--and usually the 
most mysterious to the native himself, for Pisces is the world 
of the Sub-conscijousnegss, that subtle realm of delicate Cosmic 
principles and psychic elements which demand the deepest insight 
and wisdom to understand and to use--or to give to the world, 

This wonderful Ray has spiritual possibilities and powers that 
can give to the native the same glorious comprehension of lifes 
mysteries that the Great Master achieved. But it ¢an be done 
only by paying the great price of success even as He paid it. 
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PISCES,being such a mutable and fluidic Sign,does not follow 

a specific line or pattern of physical characteristics, such 

as the kind of eyes,nose,hair and so on. On the whole,however, 
the body will tend to become fleshy and plump,if not actually 
fat when the person reaches maturity. While the body is devel- 
oping,it may seem to have many characteristics which change in 
the several different periods of adolescent growth. It is,as 
a rule,easy to recognize the Pisces face because of the char- 
acteristic quality of seftness which always marks it. Every- 
partt is rounded,especially the cheeks,which are generally of 

a large and proiiinent size,almost bulging. The eyes tend to 
bulge and often have a soft,sleepy expression. The lips will 
be full and soft,seldom ever compressed or tight,showing the 
natural kindness of Pisces and the almost complete lack of any 
quarrelsoms thaits. The neck is short and thick,and there is 
usually a tendency to double chin. The general atmosphere of 
the Pisces body 1s one of softness,roundness and flexibility. 
There is never any trait of harshness or even intensity. 


PISCES governs the feet. Sympathetically,it rules the hands, 
and arms,the lungs and nervous system, Gout,or dropsy,with 
painful,swollen feet is characteristic of this Sign--or some 
kind of trouble with the feet. Often this is due to the very 
heavy weight of the body. Women especially,are subject to dif- 
ficulties with their feet because of the lack of proper shoes. 
The constitution of Pisces is not strong. It is a cold-blood- 
ed Sign;and its peculiar relaxing and softening action upon the 
tissues explains its connection with tuberculosis and various 
diseases connected with the secretions of the body as a whole. 
When he is ill,the Pisces person will take good care of himself 
and faithfully doctor his ailments. But he needs much assist- 
ance from those,who are of a strong,dynamic constitution, to 
encourage and comfort him against the natural fears which are 
so prevelant in this Sign. Being highly intuitive,Pisces is 
able to sense trouble and difficulties,even death,which may,at 
that particular time,not be in his own world or destiny. He is 
able to easily tune into the Psychic Realms,and touches things 
which he may mistake for something in his own mind or system. 
And the presenc: of strong-minded friends,or nurses,who can be 
of great assist nce in assuring him that he will pull through, 
will often do move good than kind of medicine. For Pisces is 
& Sign which receives much of its strength from the Sources of 
Divine Life which flow within the unseen planes of the Inner 
Worlds. And medicine is frequently of absolutely no value 
or help to him, His naturally strong consciousness of Divine 
Guidgance,his great Faith in the overshadowing Presence of the 
Ministering Angels,will often carry him through many troubles 
and @iseases which would completely overcome less spiritual 
Signs;Signs filled more with the animal cnergy of Life which 
one would imagine could weather anykind of sickness or trouble. 
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-=PISCES is the eternal mystic: He is perhaps less of 
k -this world than any of the other Signs of the Zodiac. 

| “=e may not think so however,and may be annoyed,or even 
; \=ssoffended that one could think him to be unrelated to | 
ethis earth--like a fish out of water,which often per- { 
sat fectly describes this Sign. Pisces will seldom under- | 
hat he is different,of a different cut and pattern, than 
the other mortals of our Humanity. Yet he is very different ;and 
until he realizes this,and takes the proper steps to make the 
necessary adjustments,he will never arrive at the full flowering 
of his genuinely great powers. His is the Sign ofthe Redeemer. 


To fully understand Pisces it is necessary to understand somewhat 
the peculiar,mystic and subtle influence of the great Planet of 
Astral Consciousn:3s,Neptune,the Father of the Waters of Life. 
Pisces is the culmination of the Zodiac,the sum total,as it were, 
of all earthly experience gathered together and united as one 
organization of consciousness,of feeling,of sensation and mental- 
ity. Within it is the best,and worst of all the other Signs. It 
is the completed power of the Zodiac--yet it is rare indeed that 
we find a Soul who is able to express this completion,and to be 
the embodieméent of all the Divine Qualities which dwell in it. 


The Greatest Example of the Perfect Pattern of Pisces,to which 
one may turn for an understanding of this Sign, is to be found in 
the Life and Ministry of the Master of Masters,Christ-Jesus.

This may seem to be too great and glorious,too supreme and exalt- 
ed an Example for mere men and women to ever hope to equal. Yet 
we have His Own Words: "Ye are Temples of the Living God," and 
"Be ye therefore Perfect,as your Father in Heaven is Perfect." 
And it is perhaps this admonition,to be perfect,which is under- 
stood and felt by the Piscean Soul who comes into this earthly 
life for a Pilgrimage back to fhe Father;an admonition which is 
the deep psychological cause of much of its great difficulty in 
ever fully and properly understanding itself,and becoming a part 
of this mortal world of men and women, For Pisces is quite as 
much a mystery to itself as it is to anyone else--perhaps even 
more so: There are,of course, many different classes of Souls 
to be found in Pisces;and some may seem to have little spiritual- 
ity and not much great exaltation of character, ie find inthis 
Sign those unfortunate Souls who are enchained in the deadening 
vapors of physic... indulgence and moral depravity;those who are 
slaves of their sc ises and,apparentlyv,bereaft of all saving or 
redeeming virtues, And on the other hand,we find those who, 

in every sense of the word,are genuinely Angels of Compassion and 
Mercy;who give themselves gladly and reverently that others may 
live,may prosper,may be redeemed. Between these two extremes of 
life there are various types,usually in a state of constant and 
bewildering change and modification--for Pisces is a fluidic or 
Watery Sign,ever changing,rising or falling,seldom still, *##* 
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PISCES children are called the most imaginative pupils ofthe 

|| Zodiac. They are very much like Cancer in this respect and 
follow their studies much in the same interested,imaginative 
way. Their vivid creative faculties enables them to make 
their lessons sparkle with thrilling,romantic backgrounds,and 
this undoubtedly helps them to remember and retain all they 
learn at school until long after in adult life, These little 
Souls should be vermitted,as far as is possible,to do things 
in their own fashion,for they are naturally retiringpoverly 
modest and backward. Their instincts will naturally tend 
towards good conduct and a general standard of excellent be- 
haviour. Because they expect others,especially adults,to be 
just as honest and truthful as they are,it is necessary not 
to disillusion them by failing to live up to their standard 
of ethical morals and conduct. They need mentors,examples 
and guides more than the other Signs;and for one of their own 
idols,or examples,to fail them is a severe exverience, It is 
wise to help them to be more aggressive and dynamic,to develop 
more initiative while they are young;for they will naturally 
tend to retire and withdraw from all competition and conflict 
with their fellows. In later life,it will then be too late to 
develop these necessary qualities of human living. Because 
Piscean children quickly assume the virtues,and vices,of those 
with whom they are constantly associated,it is no small duty 
to see that they are never allowed to mal~ friends or contacts 
with anyone unless such persons have high standards of thought. 
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IN matters of love and the affections,Pisces is somewhat of a 
phenomenon in the fervor,loyalty and constanty with which he 
seeks to express his love,and to show the object of his affec- 
tions the full extent of his genuine love. This Sign seldom 
runs to heavy and breathless passions, to anything coarse or 
animal-like in his relations with others. Yet his affections 
while not exhibiting the fiery intensity and burning zeal of 
some of the Signs,will usually outlast any dozen of these types. 
The love of Pisces is a thing which he gives utterly and com- 
pletely,but it can hardly be called a self-less thing, Pisces 
closely,carefully and constantly identifies himself with his 
affections, And when he bestows himself he also bestows his 
love as a natural matter of course, He enjoys nothing more 
than to devote his life to expressing his love;and he expressed 
it usually through countless services and small assistances in 
every sort of way and character. He can at times almost over- 
whelm one with t»: seope and variety of his attentions. Yet 
one can not help ut wonder just what kind of world we would 
have if all humanity could express love as constantly and as 
effectively as this beautiful Sign of the Redeemer of Love; 
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THERE are many leaders found in walks of life which would seem 
to be activities that would in no way attract or interest the 
Piscean temperament. These are often Souls who,while having 
their Sun in Pisces,have the majority of their Planets in the 
stronger Signs,and thus partake of their influence, Yet they 
' will never lose their basic Piscean characteristics. We find 
a surprising number of soldiers,especially generals, under the 
Rays of this mystic Sign. George Washington was a Piscean,vet 
he could hardly be called a warrior in the aggressive sense of 
| the word. He was rather the Saviour,the Redeemer;and though 
‘he led an army of soldiers and engaged in the destructive vib- 
rations of warfare,his great purpose was to save,to receem and 
to secure his country and its people from domination and ruin 
by a country which was representative of a passing age, **##% 


Every Piscean Soul should develop a goal for himself,and should 
then use all his strength and resources in a sincere effort to 
reach that goal, For their nature is too inclined to ¢rift on 
with the tide,to take the easiest course,to follow the path of 
least resistance, They must exalt themselves by becoming Dis- 
ciples of a Great Cause,Aposties of a Divine Purvose and Blan. 
There ig little danger of Pisces ever becoming too full of self 
confidence,or human ego,to endanger his necessary balance ina 
world of eternal conflicts. It is better,at any rate,for the 
sensitive Piscean to become,if possible,too forward,too proud, 
too confident of himself. and his career;for he will almost al- 
ways be lacking in these characteristics. His will be sins of 
ommission--rather than commission. He will prefer to co nothing 
rather than to endanger the peace by doing something of which he 
is not sure of the consequences and outcome, WAI HHA HT
